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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons of record. Applicant argues 
that the claims, as amended require a determination of which antisense oligonucleotides modulate the inflammatory response wherein the 
antisense oligonucleotides that modulate the response correspond to genes involved in inflammation, and then identifying the genes 
involved in the inflamatory response. First, the claims are not necessarily so limited. The claims recite "identifying one or more genes in an 
inflamatory response to an inflamatory stimulus, wherein the genes are identified through the determination of which antisense 
oligonucleotides modulate said inflammatory response". There is no recited step/s that require an additional step of identification other 
than the determination of an antisense that modulates, for example. Since the prior art discloses all the method steps the invention is still 
anticipated. The prior art discloses, for example, the modulation of a gene/s involved in inflamatory response where a stimulus is provided 
after addition of antisense, the genes are cytokines or growth factors and antisense that modulate these genes are determined. Since the 
antisense have been determined to modulate genes involved in inflamatory response (a response to an inflammatory stimulus was 
observed, for example), the genes have been deterimed to be genes involved in inflamatory response according to the invention.. 
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
